Flat stupidity 
and pointless satire our playgoers are accustomed to, so the London come- 
dies and melodramas go fairly well here. And then, Andrew, you may 
want to have actors—though some of our Broadway theatres get along 
without them. Unfortunately, about all the competent leading-men in the 
profession are either tied up with back debts and petitions of bankruptcy, 
or else on the law limits for bigamy and non-payment of alimony. As for 
the actresses, they are too busy marrying English titles and American mill- 
ions to devote themselves seriously to what they call their art. Another 
difficulty, Andrew, will be with the ticket speculators—those bold, bad men 
who corner all the best seats for every performance of any play the public 
really wants to see, so that the struggling playgoer actually pays three or 
four dollars for what nominally costs two dollars, and is seldom worth 
one. And of course the managers are helpless. 

Taking these and other things into consideration, it does seem, An- 
drew, old chap, that the most direct way of benefiting the people who 
would chiefly profit by your theatrical endownfent would be to build (and 
insure) a clothing-store, a pawnbroker’s shop, and a synagogue.
